1. A multi-monitor, compris/ng: 

a first display device haVing a display screen; and 
a second display device having a display screen smaller 
than the first display/uevi]fr§; and 

a supporting ijrfecharxism /which is mountable on an outside 
portion of the fi^rst display device, and supports the second 
display device rofcatably aj^out a first axis and a second axis 
intersecting the f^_rjBt ^xisl 



2. A mulyi-monitor according to claim 1, wherein the 
first axis is / parallel with a horizontal direction of the 
display screenr of the first display device, and the second axis 
is parallel //ith a vertical direction of the display screen of 
the first do-splay device.

comprising an image signal output device which outputs an image 
signal representing an image to be displayed on the display 
screen of the first display device, and an image signal 
representing an image to be displayed on the display screen of 
the second display device.

a main body having a di^play\?creen; and 

a supporting mechanisfn whicfhAis mountable pn an outside 
portion of a mother monitor TiaAjrag a display screen larger than 
that of the main body, and /supports the main body rotatably 
about a first axis and a second axis intersecting the first 



axis .

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16. A monitor supporter comprising: 
a first support member which supports an auxiliary display 
device rotatably about a firs£y^axis and a second axis 
intersecting the first axis; and 

a second support memtfer ^^cli s <i^jftetrntable on an outside 
portion of a mother display device having a larger display 
screen than that of the aj/xiliary display device, and supports 
the first support member.
